MAKING TNE COW GIVE 
MORE MILK EXPLAINED 


“W hat makes a cow hold up her 
milk, and what will cause her to give 
it down 7” 
The cow does not wilfully or volun­ 
tarily “hold up” her milk. 
The func­ 
tion of milk secretion is not under 
the control of the will of the cow. 
When a cow appears to “hold up" her 
milk, or apparently refuses to “give 
down” her milk, it is the result of 
some interference with her habit, some 
excitement, or some unusual condition, 
and is due to the effects of milk secre­ 
tion or the formation of milk in the 
udder. 
For instance, a cow th at has become 
accustomed to being fed while being 
milked, may not “give down” her milk 
if not fed. 
Or cows that are allowed 
to suckle their calves, may not “give 
down” their milk if the calf is not 
present, or is not allow’d to nurse a 
little just before milking is started. 
Also the presence of a strange dog, or 
being excited by an unusual condition, 
may interfere with milk formation and 
appear to cause the cow to “hold up” 
her milk. 
This shows how im portant 
it is to train the heifer properly with 
her first calf, and also to start right 
when any other calf is young. 
The 
cow is much a creature of habit and 
any change is likely to lessen the milk 
flow. 
The w riter as a boy milked cows 
th at w’ere taught to sound out in the 
open without feed to be milked. 
The 
cow was taught to give herself up to 
being milked without any disturbing 
influence or condition. Some, however, 
think it best to feed the cow while 
she is being milked. 
It may be easier 
to teach the heifer to enjoy being 
milked by feeding her when the milk­ 
ing is first started, but I believe it 
much more pleasant for the milker 
afterw ard, and probably better for the 
cow, to teach her that she is to devote 
herself entirely to being milked, w ith­ 
out any distracting influences or con­ 
ditions, and then making no change in 
the surroundings afterw ard. 
Shine milkers are better than others, 
and cows like some milkers better 
than they do others. 
A cow that has 
I teen milked, by a good milker for a 
long time may fail to “give down 
her 
milk if there is a change of milkers. 
A gentle, quiet person who milks rapid­ 
ly and strongly with the full hand 
makes the best milker. 
From the foregoing, tt is evident 
what is necessary to prevent a cow 
from “holding up” lier milk 
Teach 
lier how she should lie milked, and 
then make no change and allow n o t h ­ 
ing to excite or disturb her. 
Allow 
the calf to suck only once. then take 
it away while the cow is out of tin* 
stall, or draw her attention away with 
feed. until the calf is quietly removed, 
and then do not allow the cow to see 


or hear rthe calf again. 
Milk in the same way every time, as 
nearly as possible, ann at the same 
tim e and under the same conditions. 
Be kind and gentle with the cow. 
avoiding all noise, confusion or ex 
(•Bement, and milk rapidly with a full, 
strong hand.- Progressive Farm er.

spread on Main street. 
Slicing is the exact word to use, for j 
that was what the grader was doing 
under the powerful propulsive force 
exerted on the machine by the big 
tractor. 
“Twenty teams of mules,” comment-j 
cd Foreman Booth, "could not do the ' 
work so well for the reason they could 
not he made all to pull in unison as 
the tractor was doing.” 
Having sliced down and loosened a 
supply of gravel, the blade was then 
removed from the grader and a device 
for scarifying hard surfaces was put 
on and the machine put to work scari­ 
fying the surface of Main street just 
preparatory to the application of the 
gravel. 
The crew performed a splen­ 
did work at a cheapened comparative 
cost, and both the foreman and the 
two men who operated the machines 
deserve praise for their efficiency. 
Since October 2nd, the north wing 
of the Meridian Highway, reaching 
from Decatur to the Montague county 
line has been under Mr. Booth’s super 
vision. The full extent or the highway 
in Wise county is now under the care 
of the State Highway Commission and 
incidentally under the direction for up­ 
keep of Foreman Booth.
